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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The proposed amendments will not be entered because they raise new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search and the examiner does not feel that the proposed 
amendments place the application in condition for allowance. The applicant has amended the 
claims (claims 19 and 27) to recite the limitation "...the first information is used for error control 
and is more important that the second information." However, it is the understanding of the 
examiner that the prior art reference of record (Bussgang et al.) discloses this limitation. 
Bussgang et al. states that a first information (first four bits of a PCM word) are placed in more 
protected, or less error susceptible, positions in the phase modulator and a second information 
(last four bits which are less important than the first four bits) are placed in the less protected; or 
more error- susceptible positions of the phase modulator. Bussgang et al. further states that a 
suitable match is obtained between more important data and the more protected bit positions in 
the phase modulation process so that the overall error is reduced (column 5, line 56-column 6, 
line 4). Thus, it is the understanding of the examiner that this overall reduction in error caused 
by placing the first information is a form of error control.
